Reasons for Allowance 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the invention 
relates to a process of making compounds of formula I as in claim 101. Claim 66 is 
drawn to making the compounds by epoxidation of compound II, which is obtained by 
elimination of a leaving group from compounds IV, which is obtained by esterification or 
halogenation of compound V. The closest prior art of Grob et al, US 4,559,332 discloses 
a similar process but compounds of formula II are obtained by dehydration of compounds 
of formula V. There is no motivation or suggestion in the prior art to esterify or 
halogenate compound V to compound IV and subsequently remove a leaving group from 
compound IV to form compound II.
